1496 OTDs have been recorded. 75%, or 1131 OTDs have been acce

II. OTD Activity in 2005

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III. Vertical OTDs 
Two vertical OTDs which were accepted in 2005 are currently in progress for development and 
opening: 

• The Mendocino Land Trust accepted a Vertical OTD near Ft. Bragg and the State Coastal 
Conservancy has funded the planning and design costs in order to open the OTD. 

• The State Coastal Conservancy accepted a Vertical OTD to Lechuza Beach. It is directly 
adjacent to a Vertical Easement that the SCC holds and is being operated for public use 
by the MRCA. The SCC goal is to combine the existing Vertical Easement with the 
accepted Vertical OTD and create enhanced access to Lechuza Beach. 

 

One Vertical OTD was opened in 2005: 

• Access for All opened a Vertical Accessway on Carbon Beach, City of Malibu (David

• Vertical Accessway near Ft Bragg, Mendocino County (accessway called Belinda Point, 
opened by the Mendocino Land Trust in October 2004) 

• Vertical Accessway in Pescadero, San Mateo County (accessway opened by landowner 
via Commission Cease and Desist Order January 2002) 
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• Vertical Accessway at Bacara Resort, Santa Barbara County (accessway opened by hotel 
developer several years ago) 

• Vertical Accessway at Carbon Beach, Los Angeles County (accessway opened Access 
for All May 2005) 

 

IV. Coastal Conservancy Planning Grants for OTD Development 
State Coastal Conservancy granted funds to assist in the future opening of accepted Vertical and 
Lateral (primarily segments of the California Coastal Trail) OTDs to: 

• Westport Village Society, Vertical OTD to Westport Beach - $ 40,000 

• Mendocino Land Trust, 15 Vertical and Lateral OTDs in Mendocino County - $ 240,000 

• Redwood Coast Land Conservancy, several Vertical and Laterals OTDs in Mendocino 
County - $ 205,000 

• City of Pacifica, reconstruct Vertical and Lateral OTD - $ 350,000
